2. BEGIN GOALS AND OBJECTIVES: 

I. ENCOURAGE CONTINUED MODERATE BAHRAINI APPROACH TO EAST- 
WEST AND INTER- ARAB POLITICAL ISSUES 

- ENCOURAGE SYMPATHETIC BAHRAINI VIEW OF U.S. EFFORTS TO 
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HELP ACHIEVE ARAB-ISRAELI PEACE. 

- PROVIDE GOB LEADERSHIP WITH UP-TO-DATE INFORMATION ON 
PENINSULA AND GULF POLITICAL AND SECURITY AFFAIRS. 

- CONSULT CLOSELY WITH GOB ON OTHER MULTILATERAL ISSUES 
AFFECTING U.S. INTERESTS, WITH PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO 
ENERGY-RELATED MATTERS, AND NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE. 
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- RESPOND POSITIVELY, WITHIN CONFINES OF OUR REGIONAL 

ARMS POLICY, TO REASONABLE REQUESTS FOR ARMS SALES BASED ON

TERRITORIAL DISPUTE WITH QATAR, WHILE KEEPING U.S. 

UNINVOLVED IN ACTUAL SETTLEMENT PROCESS. 

II. FURTHERING OF U.S. SECURITY OBJECTIVES IN GULF AREA. 

- INSURE CAREFUL OBSERVANCE OF TERMS OF 1977 AGREEMENT 
WHEREBY MIDDLE EAST FORCE BECAME AFLOAT COMMAND, WHILE 
RESISTING WITHIN LIMITS OF PRACTICALITY ANY ATTEMPTS 
FURTHER TO REDUCE NAVY'S FACILITIES. 

- ENCOURAGE CLOSE BAHRAINI COOPERATION WITH OTHER 
REGIONAL STATES, PARTICULARLY WITH IRAN AND SAUDI ARABIA. 

III. INDIRECT ASSISTANCE TOWARD PRESERVING INTERNAL
